From 
Summer street the fire cut another path- 
way, running diagonally across Third 
street, Mwerett avenue and Fourth 
street to Bellingham street. The flames 
reached Broadway, the principal street 
in this city, at a point between Third 
and Fifth streets, and destroyed the 
Masonic hall. Odd Fellows’ hall and 
Bennett block. 

The flying embers and the showers of 
sparks were carried across Chelsea 
creek to the gast Boston district, and 
' the east Boston engines were obliged to 
return from Chelsea to protect property 
(in their district. 
| A militia cal! by Mayor Beck, of Chel- 
sea, brought ouf the first company 
coast artillery, Captain Renfrow com- 
_manaing, In order to guard property 

moved into the streets from buildings 
ifn the path of the flames. Colonel 
| Wood, commanding the marines at the 
Charleston navy yard, volunteered the 
services of the fifteenth company sta- 
| toned at the navy yard, under com- 
| mand of Captain Hill. Rear Admiral 
| Swift, of the navy yard, also sent out 
| all the men from the receiving ship 
| Wabash who were not already off on 
leave. These sailors were not sent un- 
der command of anv officer, but were 
instructed to give their service wherever 
reeded, 

Bayonets Hold Back Crowds. 

Marines with fixeg bayonets held 
back the crowds, while the militia and 
'gailors helped families remove their 

goods. Advance squads of the military 
‘and police were sent ahead warning 
families living in the path of the fire, 
which leaped block after block with 
astonishing rapidity. The crowds gen- 
erally were easily handled. Occasion- 
ally some excited house owner would 
burst through the cordon of militia 
and marines to dash into a house for 
soine forgotten valuables, but the pres- 
ence of so many uniformed guards 
overawed the rougher element. 

The fire started on the marshes bor- 
dering the eastern division tracks of 
the Boston and Maine railroad in the 
rear of the Boston Blacking Company's 
works, where emplovees were at work 
drying out rags. The company’s works 
are situated at the end of West Third 
street, half a mile northwest of the 
heart of the city. A series of long, low 
wooden buildings comprised the works, 
stored for the most part with old rags 
and paper. 

The exact cause of the fire is not 
known, but it is supposed that spon- 
taneous combustion among the rags 
was responsible. 

A high wind, biowing at forty-five 
miies an hour from the northwest, 
drove the flames from the rag heaps 
directly upon the wooden buildings of 
the Boston Blacking Company. ’ 


Soon a Mass of Flames. 

The buildings were soon a mass of 
flames and as surrounding property 
consisted largely of wooden building 
used for storage of rags, the fire de- 
partment realized that a serious fire 
was threatened, and a general alarm 
was sounded. 

In the gale, shingles, burning paper 
and oil soaked rags were flung into 
the air and went soaring over the city. 
Within half an hour the Rosenfelt 
Brothers’ three-story wooden rag fac- 


| was the Chaplin and Soden Car Com- 
pany works. Tons of tarred paper 
stored in the latter factory created a 
dense smoke, which made the work of 
, the firemen extremely difficult. Soon 
a dozen factories and cheaper tenement | 
houses west of Everett avenue were in 
flames and the firemen saw that they 
were utterly unable to cope with the 
conflagration. 

Realizing that the city was appar- 
ently doomed if the flames could not be 
stopped at Everett avenue, Fire Chief 
4.. A. Spencer summoned he!p from 
Boston and all the surrounding cities 
and towns. Four alarms were rung in 
on the Boston circuit and all the avail- 
able apparatus was sent across the 
harbor. Early in the afternoon ald had 
arrived from Everett, Lynn. Haver- 
hill, Wakefield, Salem, Malden, Cam- 
bridge, Winthrop and Rogers. 


Worshi;:? ss Chureh Borned. 

The first evidence of the fire on the 
east side of Everett avenue was when 
the roof of the People’s African Meth- 
odist Episcopal echurch, on Fourth 
street. was seen to be ablaze. The 
services were in progress inside at the 
time, and the congregation was una- 
ware that a serious fire was raging 
outside. Some one notified the pastor, 
Rev. Charies P. }.atson. He immediately 
turned to his people, told them of the 
danger and advised them to file slowly 
from the building. Twenty minutes 
later there was not a vestige of the ed- 
ifice left. 

Forced back down Everett avenue to 
the south, the firemen battled with the 
flames in an endeavor. to save the 
heart of the business section and to 
confine the fire to that part of the city 
hetween the railroad tracks and Pver- 
ett arenue. Within an area of hel a 
mile, square were several churches and 
school houses. One after another were 
burned, the Polish Catholic church, the 
Fourth Street Methodist Bpiscopal 
ehurch and the Advent Chris- 
tian churoh on Heard street. When the 
Polish Catholic church caught fire the 
Rev. Father George 8. Jaskolski had 
just closed a service: and many peo- 
ple were in and about the edifice. In 
fifteen minutes the entire top of the 
church was in flames. All the movable 
effects and furniture were removed. 
Flames Piay Round Golden Cross. 

A hundred yards away, at the corner 
of Chestnnot and Fourth streets, the 
First Universalist church caught fire in 
exactly the same manner as the Polish 
church. It was soon enveloped in 
fames. A spectacular feature of the 
burning of this church was the picture 
of the flames as thev burned compiete- 
ly around the base of the great Golden 
Cross which topped the spire. For a

The Fritz Public Library, a magnifi- 
cent stone structure, was destroyed and 
on the flamég crept toward the Frost 
Hospital and the Children’s Hospital. 

Hospital inmates Removed. 

By requisitioning ambulances from 
Surrounding towns and cities and call- 
ing into service al) available carriages 
the police were able to speedily remove 
the inmates of the Frost Hospital] and 
the Children’s Hospital outeide the city 
limits to retreats of safety. 

lt was none too soon, for both hos- 
pital Duildings were shortly coneéumed. 

The fire swept down Broadway, west, 
to within a biock of Chelsea Square, 
where it seemed to be held in check 
late in the afternoon. 

im the meantime between Broadway 
and the water front th esouthern sec- 
tion of the city was in flames. All the 
firemen were in the-center of the city 
and a half mile square of the residential 
section wag in flames and no protection 
available or possible. Men, women and 
children ran around the streets begging 
some one to call the firemen, but there 
were no firemen to respond. 

Over Chelsea bridge, into East Boston, 
streamed a long line of fire refugees, 
bugging what few houeehold effects they 
were able to save. Push carts, drays 
and even baby carriages were piled high 
with furniture and bedding. Hundreds 
of persons carried huge bundles tied up 
in sheets. 

Several of the large type of cars used 
by the Boston Elevated railway in the 
Kast Boston tunnel, and abandoned 
when it was found necessary to shut off 
the power, were left helpless in streets 
swept by the flames. 

The greatest damage was done when 
the fire reached City ‘Hall square at the 
junction of Park and Washington 
streets, The iFirst Baptist church, a 
lotty ‘brick building, first caught fire on 
the highest part of the spire. Soon the 
roof was in flames and then the embers 
Settled down on the unoccupied church 
building of St. Luke’s Episcopal parish 
and quarters of the Veteran Firemen’s 
Association. The tower of the First 
Unitarian church, on Hawthorne street, 
then became enveloped in flames, and in 
the space of a few moments every 
building in the square was in flames. 

City Hall Goes. 


For a time it looked ag if the mag- 
nificent City fall structure, built of 
brick, and separated from all other 
titulldings by a wide area, might be 
saved. The hope was but momentary, 
for about 3 o'’clodk a tiny flame was 
seen gaining headway under the coping 
of the cupola and soon the entire struc- 
ture was swept away. Within half an 
hour in this one square four churches 
and the City Hall were leveled to the 
ground. 

Down Maverick, Congress and Essex 
streets the fire went by leaps and 
bounds. <A four-story brick block at the 
corner of Congress and Shurtleff streets 
was seemingly far removed from danger. 
Suddenly came the ory that the biock 
was afire. Half an hour later the biock 
was fiat and firemen had been brought 
to that seetion to make an attempt at 
stopping the flames. 

Down to the water front the flames 
swept. Factories along Maverick and 
(Marginal atreets were enveloped’ in 
flames. Behind the bank of flames fam- 
flies were out off for a time from help 
and escape and it became necessary, in 
order to save their lives, to retreat 
astound yhe wharf frontage towara 
Revere. 

Oil Tanks Explode, 


Suddenly there wag a terrific explo- 
scion and the of tanks of the Tidewater 
O!\1l Company on the water front, in the 
vicinity of Marginal and Highland 
streets, buret into flames. Thousands 
of galions of oil were soon burning, and 
gigantic clouds of black smoke curied 
and rose into the sky, making as night 
all the east end of the city. lt was a :er- 
Rifving sight, Dut in a measure tiie 
black smoke was a blessing, for enve!- 
oping ag it did the showers of burning 
embers from the main conflagration to 
the north and west, it smothered the 
fire in them and became a protecting 
mantel which laid low over Chelsea for 
a mile or more to the east, keeping off 
fire and fiames from many homes which 
doubtless otherwise would have been 
swept away. 

As the fire made its way rapidly to- 
wards the water front, where consider- 
eble shipping was tied up, there was 
much excitement among captains and 
crews. Geveral tug# were dispatched to 
the scene and all the vessels in that 
portion of the threatened water froni 
were pulled out to safety, although two! 
schooners tied up near the oil company’s 
works were beginning to blaze. The 
flames were extinguished, however, 
without much damage being done. 

Firebrands were swept across Chelsea 
creek to East Boston and five dwellings 
on Wadsworth aetreet and vicinity were 
consumed. The Boston fire department 
wae hard pressed at 9 o'clock tonight to 
prevent the fire from spreading, and in 
this they finally succeeded. The fire, 
after raging for eleven hours, is now 
under oontrol.

I was discussing the question which I un- 
derstood to be suggested by the proposition 
of the sefRator from lowa, whether a man 
could go into a gtate court and endeavor to 
enforce his rights under the state law, or 
could, at his election, go into the federal 
court and attempt to secure his rights under 
the federal law. I was not taking issue with 
the fact that he could go into elfther court, 
but my proposition is that, whichever court 
he went into, there was but one law that 
he could clatm any right under, and that 
would be the federal law. because the fed- 
eral law, being enacted in pursuance of the 
authority to regulate interstate commerce, 
necessarily nullified every state law upon 
that subject the day that !t was passed. 


Roads Will Transfer Cases to Fed- 
eral Court. 
After a discus2ion as tO one section 


of the bill indulged {n Py Mr. Bacon 
and Mr. Foraker, the floor was secured 
by Mr. Clay, who observed: 

What [I want to get clear in my mind Is 
this: My idea was that when thig Pill 
should become a law, all laws in the states 
fixing the rule of Hability of common Car- 
riers engaged in interstate commerce would 
be superseded by virtue of this law, and 
whenever an employee proceeds against a 
railway company for injuries suffered he 
must look to thts statute to fix the rule of 
liability, and not to statutes of the state. 
Again, My. President, with my colleague's 
permission, my idea is that if an employee 
ig allowed to sue in the state” courts for 
the purpose of fixing his rights under this 
proposed law and should attempt to do 80, 
then the railroad unquestionably would have 
a right to transfer that case to the federal 
courts, because the federal law fixes the 
rule of liability, and a federal law ts in- 
volved. Undoubtedly, therefore, the defend- 
ant would have the right to transfer his 
case to the federal court. 

If we fix a rule of liability’ by congress 
and an injured employee of a railroad com-/ 
pany attempts to enforce his rights in the 
state court.-thereunder, inasmuch as 4 fed- 
eral statute is involved, I believe the de- 
fendant would have the right to transfer 
the case to the federal courts. I believe it 
this law be passed that the employees of 
the railway companies hereafter must ex- 
pect to try their cases in the federal courts, 


and not in the state courts. 

In some reports sent out from Wash- 
ington, it. vas stated that the employ- 
ers’ liability bill had been adopted in 
the senate unanimously. This is un- 
true. On several test votes upon 
amendments offered by democrats and 
tabled upon motion of Mr. ;Dolliver, the 
democratic senators voted against the 
bill reported by the committee. The 
measure was finally passed on a viva 
voce vote and it was apparent that the 
democratic side of the chamber was 
opposed to ft. 

Their objections were based upon the 
fact that the law would nullify state 
laws on the same subject which now 
éxist in two-thirds of the states of the 
union, Georgia included. 

Republicans Not Enthusiastic. 


While the senate democrats generally 
opposed the bill because of the belief 
that it would nullify and supersede 
state laws now existing, the republican 
senators were not enthusiastic jn their 
support. Although enough of them 
voted for it to put the measure through 
several confidentially expressed the be- 
lief that the bill would be declared un- 
constitutional by the supreme court, ag 
was the act of 1906. Mr. Foraker, Mr. 
Heyburn and Mr. Smith all seemed 
dubious and expressed doubt during 
the debate of the ultimate fate of the 
measure. 

Mr. Smith stated that he had voted 
for the bill which passed the house two 
years ago and felt confident of the 
right of congress to legislate in the 
matter, but added: 

We are by this act abolishing the prin- 
ciple of contributory negligence and the prin- 
ciple of fellow-servant by one stroke of the 
pen. We are practicaliy guaranteeing by a 
system of legal insurance, employment in 
hazardous occupations. That being the sity- 
ation, we ought to approach it carefully and 
deliberately, and when finally agreed upon 
the form of legislation let it be simple, plain, 
direct and effective for all the purposeg for 
which it is intended, and entirely within the 
limitg of the constitution. 


Georgia Now Has Adequate Law. 


=o 


In expressing sympathy with the gen- 


eral purpose of the bill and his ap- 
proval of applying to railroads the rule 
of liability to their employees expressed 
in this measure, Mr. Bacon stated that 
Georgia has had such a law on the 
etatute books in one form ‘or another 
@gince 1863. In expressing disapproval 
of the action of the leaders of both 
political parties in making this measure 
& pawn in the game of making a presi- 
dent, he said: .. 


In the first place, I am not at all satis~ 


fied as to the constitutionality of this bill, 
but I can scarcely expect careful consider- 
ation of that question when men of all par- 
ties, here or elsewhere, are tumbling over 
each other in the effort to appear as its 
chief advocates. Naturally, after this, we 
a@re to have acts og congress defining the 
liability of railroads to interstate paasen- 
gers, and then to interstate shippers, and so 
on ad infinitum, until nothing is left to state 
jurisdiction. 
But passing thése by, I should like to know 
whether the senator from lowa, speaking for 
his committee, is able to say definitely, not 
as a matter of general opinion, but ag the 
resuit of careful examination, whether the 
enactment of this bill into a law. nullifies 
all the legislation of each and every state 
upon the subject of the liability of a ratiroad 
to its employees upon any train engaged ip 
interstate commerce? 
Will the senator kindly differentiate he- 
tween the supersession of a statute by an- 
other statute and the nullification of a 
statute by another statute?

Side by side in The Constitution 
appeared recently two statements as 
to the financial and industrial outlook 
in the nation, compiled by the Asso- 
ciated Press, the world-wide organi- 
zation that is founded on the. princt- 
ples of accuracy and impartiality.

cial recuperation. It was shown, 
through various infallible barometers, 
that business was unquestionably re- 
taining its normal tone, but through- 
cut the analysis ran a distinct note of 
regret over the fact that the process 
vas not as rapid ag it might be. 

The other statement was one the 
Associated Press had requested from 
|'President Finley, of the Southern

|haustive investigation of conditions in 
‘the southern states. We think the op- 
'timiem of Mr. Finley’s diagnosis and 
| Lis prophecy offsets the qualified pes- 
‘'simism of its predecessor. It also 
points a certain duty to, as well as 
ithe unusual advantages enjoyed by, 
the southern people. 

“Largely, as a result of the purchas- 
fug power of the farmers,” says Mr. 
Finley,.“retail trade in most southern 
communities, is fairly active.” 

Always the “purchasing power,” the 
cooperation, the organizatiogn of the 
farmer, as a bulwark of the south’s 
financial welfare! , 

That purchasing power is the pro- 
duct of a succession of fair-priced cot- 
ton vears.

Mitchell, a Maker of History. 

With the arrival of the day when 
the history of the great labor organ- 
izers of this country can be written 
with as proper a deference to calm 
analysis and perspective as that of 
the great organizers of commercial 
combinations, and vice versa, it is 
likely that the name of John Mitchell 
will occupy a prominent place on the 
bead-rolf. 

A few days ago the continued 4s- 
saults of stubborn ill-health forced 
Lim to abdicate the leadership cf the 
coal diggers of the United States and 
Canada, whom he has commanded fora 
reriod of ten years. The man is hu- 
man. He has made his mistakes. 
But the drift of his power has ‘over- 
whelmingly been toward the perma- 
rent betterment of the condition of 
the men depending upon him for 
leadership; and he has done the thing, 
largely, without the chicane of the 
demagogue or the blatant and flannel- 
mouthed art of the agitator who 
sought to make personal headway by 
airaying class against mass, and its 
opposite.

Washington, April 12.—The United 
States National Museum has just re- 
ceived as a gift from Dr. W. Hutson 
Ford, now residing in Washington, a 
forty-pound cannon ball fired from Fort 
Sumter at the beginning of the engage- 
ment on Aprtl i2. i661, which marked 
the opening of the civil war. In con- 
rection with the history of this shot 
Dr. Ford says: 

‘Thies camnon bell was fired by Major 
Anderson from Fort Sumter on the i2th 
of Apri, i66!. At the beginning of the 
fight Major Amderson devoted his at- 
tention to the floating battery which 
was moored in the cove at Sullivan's 
Island near the western extremity, 
about a mile and a quarter from the 
fort. Three of his shots struck the 
battery and rebounded upon the sand 
bar, failing to penetrate more than 
three inches. I was one of the surgeons 
of the hispital at Mount Pleasant across 
the lagoon back of Sullivan’s Island,

They 
had neglected to cut the bell cord, how- 
ever, and the gong in the engine gave 
a loud clang as the engine moved off. 
This attracted the attention of Captain 
Fuller. who immediately ran out of the 
dining room to see about his. train. He 
saw it disappearing around the curve in 


the distance. 


Much to the amusement of the people 
present, he started on foot in pursuit 
down the railroad track. He ran 2 
miles to Moon's station, and there se- 
cured a hand-car, which he pushed back 
for the purpose of getting his engineer, 
Jefr Cain, who would be needed fn case 
the General was retaken. Anthony 
Murphy and Mr. Cain were met, and 
the three pushed and rode on the car 
in pursuit of the General. Just beyond 
Moon's station the track had been torn 
up with tools taken from the track 
hends at that station, and the pur- 
suers soon found themselves thrown vio- 
lently from the car into a ditch. They 
sprang up, replaced the car on the 
track, and continued in pursuit. 

As the raiders passed ‘Etowah station, 
17 miles north of Big Shanty, they saw 
on a sidetrack a locomotive, the Yonah,

This was another fatal mistake, as Cap- 
tain Fuller immediately upon reaching 
Etowah called into service the Yonah, 
and continued the pursuft from that 
on the Yonah, until compelled to 
abandon it near Kingston, on account 
blockade caused by several long 
freight trains which had been run by 
the station upon demand of Captain 
Andrews, to make way for what. he 
called his “train of powder for General 
Beauregard.’ Captain Andrews was giv- 
ing as his explanation for his remarka- 
ble speed—that he was carrying a car- 
load of powder for General Beauregard. 
This usually appealed to the patriotism 
of the southerners, who permitted him 
to pass. 

After leaving Kingston the raiders 
stopped again to cut the _ telegraph 
wires, but before they reached Adairs- 
ville were surprised to hear the whis- 
tle of a locomotive in pursuit. This 
locomotive was one belonging to the 
Rome railroad, which had been taken 
by Captain Fuller at Kingston, after he 
had run several miles from the point 
where the Yonah was abandoned to the 
station, 


The raiders pushed on through Adairs- 
ville and Calhoun, but were pursued so 
closely that they 
the Oostanaula ‘bridge near 
Four miles south of Adairsville, the 
pursuers reached the point where the 
raiders had torn up the track, and had 
to abandon the Rome engine. Captain 
Fuller then proceeded on foot to Adairs- 
ville, running as fast as possible, on a 
damp, rainy day, through mud and clay, 
which made progress exceedingly diffi- 
cult. Just south of Adairsville he met 
a freight train; which had been started 
by Andrews. The engineer rec- 
ognized him, reversed the engine, and 
with hardly a question, started the train 
back to the station. There the cars 
were switched on the sidetrack and the 
engine run back on the main track, and 
the pursuit in earnest begun. 

This engine was the “Texas,"’ which 
now rests in the Western and Atlantic 
yards, and to preserve which a move- 
ment has been started which will likely 
result in the permanent establishment 
of the engine in Grant park. 

From Adairsville north, the race was 
between two engines, each manned 
by a set of men determined to succeed 
at al! hazards. The Texas was running 
backwards, Captain Fuller standing on 
the tender and making signals to the 
engineer.

* Washington, D. C., April 12.—(Specia!.) 
60 much attention has been devoted by 
the advocates of the Appalachian l[or- 
est reserve :o the effect of this project 
upon agriculture, navigation and the 
protection of the lumbér eupply, that 
another big item has, to some extent, 
been overlooked. 

So widespread and persistent has beer 
the discussion of the vital sdbject of 
conserving the forests by friends of 
thia policy, that very few thinking peo- 
ple have failed to have brought home 
to ‘them the importance and necessity of 
the steps which hawe been undertaken. 
But the provision made by congress for 
an investigation ‘by the secretary of ag- 
ricuiture into the conditions of the 
Watersheds in the Appalachian range, 
with a view to their purchase by tne 
government for forest reserves, had jin 
‘view the conservation and regulation of 
the water supply and flow of streams in 
the interest of agriculture, navigation 
and water power. Of these three the 
last named has probably received the 
least attention. 

A reporg which hag just been made 
public by the secretary of agriculture, 
@0es into this matter very exhaustively. 
ior several years the geological survey 
of the interior department has been at 
work measuring the streams of § the 
south and estimating their possibie 
water power development. A more 
thorough etudy of the water resources 
of the southern Appalachians has re- 
cently been prosecuted under the direc- 
tion of M. O. Leighton, with the assist- 
ance of M. R. Hal) and R. H. Bolster. 
All che investigations made by scientific 
men of every kind engaged in this work, 
forestere, geolog!sts, agriculturists and 
others, show that the place to begin in 
aiding agriculture, navigation and water 
power development is ‘by protecting the 
forest cover of the. watersheds. , 

Absolute Sterility Threatened. 


Secretary Wilson in submitting the 
result of the examinations and surveys 
made, said: “The regions under, consid- 
eration aye advancing toward # « i- 
tion of barrenness and Stertlity, is Ahe 
conclusion of every man who has Had a 
part in the investigation. I mean ab- 
solute bareness and = “sterility—without 
timber, without undergrowth, without 
soil.” When the -watersheds are de- 
nuded of their forest covering, the 
Water that should be stored up to feed 
the streams and preserve an equable 
flow, rushes down the mountain sides, 
causing erosion of the land and disas- 
trous floods. The best part of the soil is 
carried toward the sea, channels and 
reservoirs are filled with sand and sili. 
If this condition continues uncrecked, 
the resources of the government wiil 
60gn pe inadequate to the task of keep- 
ing them clear. 
By employing the forces of nature the 
task can be accomplished Ins.\eadj ot 
ppropriating money to clear out ob- 
structions in streams and deepen chan- 
nela, the government is besought to ex- 
pend a small amount of money in such 
@ way that rivers and streams wil) not 
we constantly filled up.

Development Has Been Phenomenal 

Until a few years ago scarcely any 
of this power was utilized. With the 
growth and development that has taken 
place in the south in all lines of in- 
dustry. an increase@ demand has been 
felt for cheaper power. This has been 
furnished by electricity generated from 
water power. While only a small per- 
centage of the 5,000,000 available horse 
power has been developed, the har- 
nessing of streams has progressed ‘at 
a. marvelous rate. Estimating elec-! 
trical horse power to be worth $20 a 
year, the development of 1,000,000 horse 
power would mean an annual return 
of $20,000,000, or a 4 per cent increase 
on a half billion dollars. The geolog- | 
ical survey have shown how the avail- 
able horse power could be vastly ‘n- 
creased by a system of storage reser- 
voirs. Of course the fullest use of the 
water power can only be secured by 
carefully guarding the natural condi- 
tions which control it. 

Dependent Upon Forest Cover. 

The report of Mr. Leighton shows 
that the water resources of the Appa- 
lachians depend almost entirely upon 
the protection afforded the forests. Un- 
less this protection is afforded the 
water power cannot be development to 
its full capacity and the streams cannot 
be kept free of silt. Since, if the forests 
are protected, the benefifs will be 
widespread and extend even beyond the 
immediate region, he urges “that a for- 
est system similar to that which has 
accomplished so much toward conserv- 
ing the forest and water resources of 
the west, be inaugurated.”

surface to beyond the center lines of 
the middles on either So, such a 
cultivator. where the rows are not 
wider than 4 or 5 fect, will get over 
a field, completely siding both sides 
and stirring the entire surface, as 
rapidly as the rows could be laid off. 
Thus, with rows 4 feet wide, eight to 
ten acres may be accomplisheg in one 
day. 

With the one-horse cultivator, carry- 
ing five the Same area may be 
accomplished in a day, but the work 
will not be entirely complete. The plan 
consists in “rigging” the cultivator 
with three 10 or 1{2-Itnch sweeps and 
two scooters, extending the 
frame its full width, and then “siding” 
the north or south side of every row— 
when the rows run east and west—or 
the east and west sides of everv row 
when the rows run north and south. 
This puts a trip to every row, stirs 
nearly the entire width of a 4-foot row 
and sides perfectly one side of every 
row. In a week or ten days the opera- 
tion is to be repeated, this time siding 
the other side of every row and again 
stirring nearly the entire wtdth of the 
middle. This plan was invented by 
the writer in 1866, when using Dickson 
sweeps cutting 24 inches, and enabled 
him to cultivate his crop with ease, 
notwithstanding an excessively rainy 
season, while nearly every one of his 
neighbors “got stuck’ in the grass. 

' But the two-horse cultivator is the 
implement for every farmer who runs 
a two-horse farm.

ECZiuMA OF HORSE. 

|, J. F. Morris, Americus, Ga.--I have a 
' horse I got last fall. He breaks out 
With something ali over in the early 
spring. it seems to be some kind of 
an itch. He bites and gnaws at him- 
self. it lasts al] summer and dries up 
tn the fall. Please teil me what is 
the matter with him and what will 
cure him, as he is a very valuable 
horse. 

Answer: Your horse is affected with 
a skin disease known as eczema, which 
is very common and very often pre- 
scribed for in these columns. When it 
first appears give the horse a physic, 
say One ounce each of aloes and pul- 
verized ginger and common soda, dis- 
solved in half-pint of boiling water, 
then add half-pint of cold water and 
give at one dose. Follow this with 
powders made of four ounces each of 
powdered saltpeter and copperas, di- 
vided into 24 doses, one to be given in 
a small mash twice daily. Wash the 
skin with one ounce Of saleratus dis- 
solved in one quart of water. Rub this 
well in, then wash off with warm
